Lindy's Epochal Flight Three Years Old Today 


NEW YOffK, May 20.—Three years 


ago today a yuung air mail pilot, 
Charles A. Lindbergh, climbed into the 
"blind" pilot's scat of a Ryan mono- 
plane and whirled ' away from the 
rain soaked meadow beside Ihe Roose- 
velt field runway. 


Thirty-three and a half hours later 


Lindbergh set down his plane on Lc 
Bourgct field, after a 3610-mile flight, 
and became internationally famous. 


He has been flying ever since, and 


so have thousands of others, con- 
verted to aviation by his example. Air 
transportation was here before Lind- 
bergh fle.w the Atlantic, but public 
confidence was born in that flight, 
and has been growing steadily ever 
since. 


A week from today will mark Lind- 


bergh's first wedding anniversary, for 
it was on May 27, 1929, that he was 
wed to Anne Spencer Morrow, daugh- 
ter of Ambassador to Mexico Dwight 
Morrow. Since his wedding Lind- 
bergh has had his wife as a passenger 
on almost all of his flights, and has 
taught her to fly and navigate an air- 
plane. 


One more record has been added to 


the Lindbergh, string of aerial vic- 


itorios during the past year— that' be- 
ing the flight on last Easter Sunday 
from Los Angeles to New York in 
the record time of 14 hours, 45 min- 
utes and 32 seconds with 20 minutes 
u.wd in refueling at Wichita, Kansas. 


The past year also has seen Lind- 


bergh's conversion to flights in glid- 
ers. He spent his 28th birthday Feb- 
ruary 4th in the midst of a scries of 
tests with a glider in the high alti- 
tudes 
of 
California His 
birthcjay. 


however, was spent in inspecting his 
new monoplane in which he later 
established the transcontincnatl rec- 
ord. The flight was not an attempt at 
a record, Lindbergh pointed out, but 
an experiment in high altitude fly- 
ing. The entire trip 
around 10.000 feet. 


After breaking the 


was made at 


record which 


had been held by Capt. Frank Hawks, 
Lindbergh opened a 7000-mile airline 
to Panama, and thence to Buenos 
Aires. He flew from New York to 
Miami, thence to Havana, across the 
Caribbean sea to the coast of Hon- 
duras and lo Cristobal, Canal Zone. 
O(her planes completed the. journey 
.and Lindbergh returned to attend the 
New York Avoition show. 


Through nearly a year of almost 


constant flying the Lindberghs came 
near lo mishaps only twice and both 
of those on the same day. It was on 
July 30th when they were returning 
to Newark, N. J., from Santa Fc, M. 
M. Al Columbus the plane in which 
they were riding ground looped.At 
Newark it riid the same thing. Both 
escaped, but the tip of the propeller 
was bent, the left wing tip broken 
and landing gear damaged. 


Lindbergh has rtavclcd about 350,- 


000 miles since he first learned to fly. 
In the last three years he has flown 
over both North and South America, 
across the continent a score of times 
by night and by day and since his air 
mail flying days he has not had a 
serious mishap. He has flown every | 


without resting up from the arduous 
task of being lionized by the world. 
He then flew to Latin America. Then 
came a non-stop flight to Mexico City 
from Washington, and thence to Cen- 
tral America, and the Canal Zone. 
He then flew across the Caribbean to 
the West Indies and Havana. 


Then he entered commcrical avia- 


tion as technical adviser lo the Trans- 
continental Air 
Transport 
between 


New York and Los Angeles. Closely 
followed his 
affiliation 
with 
Pan 


American airways in the same capac- 
ity. 


This affiliation also called for aerial 


visits to Southern lands to blaze trails 
for reguar passenger and mail planes. 
He flew the 
first large passenger 


transport' plane from Mexico Cily to 


kind of machine-military, sport, com- Brownsville. He also carried the first 
merica.1. la'nd and water and amphi- 
bian. He lias joined army and navy 
fliers in intricate maneuvers and has 
pioneered new trails over trackless 
jungles. Thousands of miles of air- 
ways have ben laid out and are being 
flown "daily along the paths he blazed. 


After Oiis return from Paris three 


years ago, Lindbergh started out on 
a 3.0,000 mile tour of the country 


mail from Miami to Panama and re- 
turn. He then flew tho first east- 
bound T. A. T. plane from California. 


Then came trips of exploration over 


Arizona and New Mexico and then 
an archaeological expedition over thr 
Maya country in Yucatan. . 


Since his trans-Atlantic flight Lind- 


bergh has carried aloft nearly 10,000 
persons.
